TALL  BEARDED  IRIS 


These  are  the  iris  most  generally  known  and  by  for  the  most  popular.  During  May  and  June,  they  form  a 
riot  of  color  in  the  garden.  Name  of  originator  is  enclosed  in  parenthesis  following  name  of  variety. 

After  the  originating  hybridizer's  name  appears  the  initials  E,  M,  L,  EM,  or  ML.  E  shows  that  the  variety 
blooms  early  in  the  iris  flowering  season;  M  that  it  blooms  in  midseason;  L  that  it  blooms  late;  EM  that  it 
blooms  early  to  midseason;  and  ML  that  it  blooms  midseason  to  late. 

Height  of  bloom  stalk  is  given  in  inches  immediately  after  the  letters  signifying  season  of  bloom. 
36"  means  36  inches.  Height  as  well  as  flower  size  varies  for  a  variety  with  soil,  cultivation,  age  of  clump, 
and  climate. 

S.  in  the  description  means  the  three  standards  or  upright  petals  of  the  blossom;  F.  means  the  falls  or 
three  downfalling  petals. 

H.  M.  means  that  the  variety  was  the  recipient  of  an  Honorable  Mention  award  bestowed  by  judges  of 
the  American  Iris  Society;  A.  M.  means  that  the  variety  which  has  won  an  Honorable  Mention  award  also 
has  been  given  on  Award  of  Merit  by  the  American  Iris  Society. 

The  Dykes  Medal  is  given  to  but  one  variety  each  year.  To  be  eligible  for  this  medal,  the  variety  must 
previously  have  received  an  Honorable  Mention  and  Award  of  Merit.  A  Dykes  Medal  is  awarded  to  one 
variety  originated  in  England  and  to  one  variety  originated  in  France,  as  well  as  to  one  variety  originated  in 
America. 

A  bicolor  is  an  iris  that  has  standards  of  one  shade  and  falls  of  another,  usually  of  similar  color  but 
darker  in  hue.  A  blend,  as  the  name  indicates,  is  a  suffusion  of  several  colors.  A  plicata  is  a  light  colored 
iris,  the  edges  of  which  are  flushed,  lined,  or  dotted  with  a  different  color,  usually  violet  or  blue.  A  self  carries 
the' same  shade  throughout  the  entire  flower.  A  variegata  has  yellow  standards  and  red  to  brown  falls.

RHIZOMES 


•  We  are  fortunate  to  have  our  iris  gardens  in  the  Pacific  North¬ 
west  where  iris  rhizomes  grow  to  perfection.  That  iris  rhizomes 
grown  in  this  section  are  superior  to  those  grown  in  other  ports  of 
the  United  States  is  a  fact  recognized  by  other  commercial  growers. 
The  largest  iris  dealer  east  of  the  Rockies  and  west  of  the  Adiron- 
dacks  has  a  large  growing  garden  here  in  Oregon  from  which  he 
obtains  his  stock  for  much  of  his  shipments;  the  largest  iris  dealer 
on  the  Atlantic  coast  has  recently  established  his  growing  garden 
here  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  where  he  grows  his  plants  to  fill  all 
orders  sent  to  his  eastern  home — having  but  a  small  show  garden 
at  that  eastern  address.  Iris  rhizomes  grown  in  this  Pacific  North¬ 
west  section  throw  up  one  or  more  bloom  stalks  the  first  spring  after 
placement  regardless  of  whot  stote  in  which  they  may  be  planted — 


while  less  than  50  per  cent  of  iris 
rhizomes  grown  in  the  Mid-west 
or  East  will  produce  a  bloom  stalk 
the  first  spring  after  transplanting. 

The  iris  rhizome  pictured  on  this 
page  is  that  of  a  root  showing  in¬ 
crease  buds  developing  a  few 
months  after  replanting  in  a  custom¬ 
er's  garden.  These  buds  hove  just 
started  to  develop  but  have  not  at¬ 
tained  the  size  pictured  when  the 
rhizomes  ore  shipped  from  our  gar¬ 
dens  to  our  customers  in  the  summer 
months.  Not  all  rhizomes  hove  the 
number  of  buds  shown,  but  we  al¬ 
ways  make  sure  at  time  of  shipment 
that  there  are  two  or  more  such  buds 
— for  without  increase  buds,  the  rhiz¬ 
ome  will  not  flower  the  following 
spring. 

The  Oregon  climate  is  a  mild  one 
with  plenty  of  moisture  and  a  long 
growing  season  which  enables  the 
iris  roots  to  grow  and  develop  better 
than  in  other  sections.  But  each  win¬ 
ter  we  hove  a  touch  of  snow  and 
several  weeks  of  freezing  tempera¬ 
ture  which  hardens  the  iris  roots  and 
freezes  out  the  weakling  plants  and 
less  hardy  sorts — a  procedure  which 
unfortunately  does  not  take  place  in 
California  gardens.  Oregon-grown 
iris  are  perfectly  hardy — as  hardy  as 
those  grown  in  the  northern-most 
and  eastern-most  states. 

We  ore  located  on  Canyon  Road, 
a  continuation  of  Jefferson  street,  6 
miles  west  of  Portland's  city  hall. 
There  is  bus  service  every  half  hour; 
get  off  bus  just  beyond  Nendel's  sta¬ 
tion  at  Weed  road  and  walk  up  hill 
on  right.  Our  gardens  are  in  full 
bloom  throughout  May  and  early 
June. 

Unfortunately,  many  flower  lov¬ 
ers  have  obtained  the  erroneous 
impression  that  iris  flowers  are  not 
particularly  attractive  and  that  the 
color  range  is  limited.  This  impres¬ 
sion  has  been  created  in  the  minds 
of  many  because  the  only  iris  blos¬ 
soms  which  they  see  in  gardens  are 
the  older  types  which  were  in  com¬ 
merce  prior  to  the  great  advance 
made  through  scientific  breeding. 
Ninety -five  per  cent  of  the  varieties 
which  we  offer  were  originated  by 
hybridizers  during  the  1930's  .  .  . 
they  ore  beautiful  modern  iris. 
Modem  iris  differ  as  greatly  from 
the  varieties  in  existence  during  the 
1920's  or  earlier  as  do  the  1940  au¬ 
tomobiles  differ  from  the  ugly,  top- 
heavy,  inferior  motor  cars  of  that 
early  period.  Iris  have  developed 
and  improved  just  as  the  automo¬ 
biles,  but  unfortunately  the  old  iris 


have  continued  to  grow  and  multiply  instead  of  go¬ 
ing  to  pieces  and  being  wrecked. 

Visitors  to  our  gardens  during  blooming  season 
invariably  exclaim,  "Why,  these  flowers  are  gorge¬ 
ous!  I  didn't  know  iris  were  so  beautiful!  Where  did 
you  get  all  the  colors  and  color  combinations?" 
Then  some  of  them  are  bound  to  ask,  "How  do  you 
get  the  plants  to  produce  such  tall  bloom  stalks 
bearing  so  many  huge  blossoms?  Mine  never  did 
that!"  It  is  with  great  difficulty  that  we  convince 
them  that  the  height,  size,  and  number  of  blossoms 
is  due  to  hereditary  factors  bred  into  the  improved 
modern  variety  and  not  to  special  care.  Hybridizers 
have  bred  for  improvement  in  height,  size,  florifer- 
ousness,  and  color  and  they  have  achieved  great 
success. 

These  new  improved  varieties,  incidentally,  can 
only  be  obtained  from  commercial  iris  specialists 
like  ourselves.  Seed  firms  and  general  nurserymen 
almost  invariably  carry  only  the  very  old,  out¬ 
moded,  inferior,  cheap  sorts  which  iris  specialists 
hove  long  ago  thrown  on  the  junk  heap.  This  spring 
we  went  through  the  catalogs  of  seed  firms,  nursery¬ 
men,  and  general  perennial  growers  situated  through¬ 
out  the  nation.  We  regretfully  observed  that  nearly 
all  iris  offered  were  the  unattractive  sorts  we  grew  in 
our  gardens  during  the  First  World  War  years  and 
in  the  early  1920's. 

Seed  firms,  nurserymen,  and  small  iris  growers 
often  tell  prospective  customers  that  iris  should  be 
purchased  as  near  home  as  possible  for:  (1)  the  roots 
do  not  carry  satisfactorily;  and  (2)  roots  from  another 
section  will  not  grow  and  bloom  so  well.  Both  these 
statements  are  base,  downright  lies  made  for  the 
purpose  of  discouraging  the  sending  of  mail  orders 
to  Oregon  where  both  climate  and  soil  happen  to  be 
particularly  favorable  for  iris  growth.  We  make  ship¬ 
ments  every  year  to  Australia,  China,  England,  Italy 
and  other  far-away  lands  and  customers  there  report 
receipt  of  the  iris  rhizomes  in  good  condition.  Need¬ 
less  to  say,  every  state  in  the  union  is  considerably 
closer  than  such  countries;  customers  in  the  most 
distant  state  receive  shipments  within  a  week  from 
time  of  mailing,  and  plants  are  as  fresh  then  as  the 
day  they  were  dug. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  customers  in  New  En¬ 
gland  and  the  Midwest  write  to  us  that  our  roots 
were  larger,  grew  better,  produced  more  increases, 
and  threw  up  stronger  bloom  stalks  than  roots  pur¬ 
chased  from  growers  within  a  hundred  miles  of  their 
home.

After  a  dozen  years  of  cross-hybridizing,  during  which  time  we  made  hundreds  of  crosses  and  grew 
thousands  of  new  seedlings,  we  placed  three  originations  on  the  market  in  1935 — National  Prosperity,  Won- 
derchild,  and  Wine  Glory. 

In  1936,  we  added  a  trio  of  worthy  new  sorts  to  our  offerings — Porcelain  Beauty,  Prince  Amba,  and  Mich¬ 
elangelo.  In  1937,  we  introduced  Pearl  Lustre,  Beauty's  Shrine,  and  Rain  of  Fire;  in  1938,  our  Blue  Skyscraper 
and  Browngrey  Blend  went  to  other  gardens;  and  last  year  we  introduced  those  outstanding  beauties — Green 
Goddess,  Orange  Bronze,  Oregon  Sunshine,  Pink  Imperial,  Blended  Beauty,  and  The  Red  Brick. 

This  season  we  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  our  newest  and  finest  originations  to  dote — Qoret 
Velvet,  Evolved,  Icy  Blue,  Forest  Aflame,  Lavender  and  Old  Lace,  Noonday  Sky,  Ton  Delight,  and  Veined 
Beauty.  Each  one  of  these  eight  is  so  unusual,  so  distinctive,  and  so  breath-takingly  lovely  that  we  hove  no 
doubt  but  that  they  will  take  their  place  among  the  most  popular  garden  and  show  varieties. 

Our  breeding  aim  has  been  to  originate  new  seedlings  which  differ  markedly  from  anything  on  the  com¬ 
mercial  market.  We  hove  succeeded  in  obtaining  new  and  beautiful  colors  and  color  combinations  in  the 
flowers  of  Qoret  Velvet,  Icy  Blue,  Forest  Aflame,  Lavender  and  Old  Lace,  Tan  Delight,  and  Veined  Beauty. 
Evolved,  while  displaying  similar  color  blending  to  that  of  Evolution,  is  far  superior  to  the  older  variety  in  size, 
height  and  number  of  blossoms  to  a  stalk;  and  Noonday  Sky,  while  displaying  a  pure  color  of  somewhat 
similar  hue  found  in  other  varieties,  for  surpasses  them  in  branching,  flower  size,  and  beauty  of  blossom  form. 


CLARET  VELVET  (Nat'l.)  M.  32".  This  introduction  is  a  deep,  dark 
wine  red  self,  the  same  color  hue  as  a  glass  of  claret  wine.  We 
never  hove  seen  an  iris  of  anywhere  similar  color  shading.  This 
origination  was  the  favorite  seedling  selected  by  a  large  whole¬ 
sale  iris  grower  from  the  middle  west  and  by  one  of  the  five 
largest  commercial  iris  growers  in  the  country,  each  of  whom 
visited  our  gardens  last  blooming  season.  The  outstanding  merit 
of  Claret  Velvet  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  both  of  these  com¬ 
mercial  growers  put  in  a  reservation  for  a  root  to  be  delivered  to 
them  as  soon  as  the  seedling  was  named  and  placed  on  the 
market.  A  rhizome  is  being  sold  to  each  of  the  growers  this 
season. 

The  stalks,  while  much  shorter  than  average,  are  well- 
branched  and  bear  six  or  more  fragrant,  good-sized  flowers.  The 
2%"x4"  slightly  open  S.  are  dark  wine  red.  The  some  size  F. 
ore  semi-flaring  and  of  dark  wine  red  and  have  a  heavy  thick 
velvety  texture.  The  F.  bear  a  very  dork  burnt  orange  beard 
which  blends  with  petal  color  and  thus  does  not  detract  from 
the  uniform  self  red  tone  of  entire  blossom.  Style  arms  ore 
wine  red  with  slight  amber  edges.  $25.00 

EVOLVED  (NotT.)  M.  48".  This  one  is  a  blend  similar  to  the  long- 
popular  French  origination.  Evolution,  but  the  blossoms  of 
Evolved  are  much  larger,  the  stalks  ore  more  than  a  foot  taller 
bearing  a  greater  number  of  blossoms,  and  the  S.  have  a  slight 
suffusion  of  violet  which  is  missing  in  Evolution. 

The  2"x3"  closed  S.  ore  of  bronze-brown,  washed  light  violet. 
Rounded  and  downfalling  F.  ore  light  violet  in  center,  edged 
bronze-brown,  and  bearing  fine  orange  beard.  There  is  much 
dork  gold  velning  on  yellow  ground  at  the  haft.  Blossoms  are 
fragrant  and  petal  substance  is  fair.  $10.00 

FOREST  AFLAME  (NotT.)  VL.  35".  A  beautiful  combination  of 
bronze,  brown,  and  rose.  The  well-branched  stalks  bear  9  or 
more  fragrant  blossoms  of  medium  size.  The  2%"x4"  closed  S. 
ore  bronzy-brown  slightly  tinged  rose  at  edge,  while  the  slightly 
larger,  semi-floring  F.  are  deep  rose  in  color,  edged  bronze  and 
bearing  thin,  short,  burnt  orange  beard  which  is  scarcely  ob¬ 
servable.  Style  arms  ore  golden  brown.  There  is  some  veining 
to  be  seen  on  lighter  ground  at  haft.  Petal  substance  is  good. 
An  excellent  characteristic  of  this  new  origination  is  its  extreme 
lateness  to  bloom — flowering  when  nearly  all  the  other  varieties 
have  faded  into  memory.  $10.00 

ICY  BLUE  (NotT.)  E.  50".  A  very,  very  light  blue  self.  This  one 
can  not  be  classed  as  a  bluish-white  as  it  is  a  pure  very  light 
blue  and  shows  up  as  such  even  from  a  distance.  It  Is  the 
lightest  blue-toned  flower  now  on  the  market  and  is  a  distinct, 
beautiful  novelty.  Dr.  Harry  Everett,  then  president  of  the 
American  Iris  Society,  visited  our  gardens  last  season  and  select¬ 
ed  this  Icy  Blue  sealing  as  being  the  most  outstanding  one  in 
our  field.  He  stated  he  had  never  seen  anything  like  it  and 
spent  much  time  observing  the  flower  stalks  from  a  distance  and 
from  various  angles,  being  especially  pleased  with  the  excel¬ 
lent  carrying  quality  of  its  very  light  blue-toned  petals. 

Not  only  would  the  unusual  color  place  this  origination  among 
the  highest  rating  iris  group,  but  the  Immense  flower  size  and  the 


towering  height  of  stalks  would  distinguish  it  from  other  mediocre 
sorts.  Flower  size  is  6"x6"  which  place  them  in  the  giant  class; 
well-branched  stalks  bearing  six  or  more  blossoms  reach  a  height 
of  more  than  50  inches,  a  height  which  less  than  a  dozen  others 
can  equal.  The  2Vfj"x3Vi"  closed  S.  are  of  clear,  very  light  blue, 
while  the  2?4"x4"  semi-floring  F.  are  of  the  same  color  and 
bear  an  orange  beard  which  Is  scarcely  visible  because  it  is 
almost  entirely  covered  by  light  blue  style  arms.  Substance  is 
good  and  petals  glisten  in  sunlight  as  though  covered  with 
specks  of  glass.  Blossoms  exude  a  slight  fragrance.  $25.00 

HELEN  M.  RIEDEL  (Riedel)  ML.  38".  After  growing  this  iris  on 
trial,  we  found  it  to  be  so  exquisitely  beautiful  that  we  pur¬ 
chased  the  entire  stock  of  the  originator,  J.  M.  E.  Riedel  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana.  Mr.  Riedel  is  the  noted  hybridizer  who  origi¬ 
nated  those  outstanding  varieties — Iriscrest  and  Franklin  B. 
Mead,  and  the  Award  of  Merit  winning  Eros. 

Helen  M.  Riedel  is  a  vastly  improved  Radiant  or  Trail's  End. 
Well-branched,  strong  stalks  bear  8  or  more  large,  fragrant 
blossoms,  the  outstanding  characteristic  of  which  is  their  bright¬ 
ness  of  color.  S.  are  open  and  of  bright  glistening  gold,  while 
the  semi-flaring  F.  ore  bright  orange-red  anji  bear  an  orange 
beard.  Brown  veining  on  orange  ground  at  haft  extends  half-way 
down  the  petal.  Entire  center  of  the  flower,  including  style  arms. 
Is  of  gold  and  this,  coupled  with  the  same  colored  S.  and  the 
contrasting  orange-red  F.,  make  each  blossom  appear  as  though 
it  were  a  burning  flame  in  the  garden.

This  new  type  of  iris,  which  not  only  bloom  beautifully  in  the  early  spring  several  weeks  before  the  Tall 
Bearded  group  but  flower  a  second  time  during  the  summer  or  autumn  months,  is  a  recent  development  in  the 
horticultural  world. 

Early  realizing  that  these  iris  gems  were  needed  to  extend  plentiful  iris  bloom  three-quarters  of  the  way 
around  the  calendar,  we  hove  obtained  a  plentiful  stock  of  each  variety  in  existence  which  has  proven  its 
ability  as  a  dependable  re-bloomer.  Consequently,  we  are  able  to  offer  the  largest  assortment  of  this  unique 
type  in  the  entire  country — nearly  twice  the  number  of  varieties  catalogued  by  other  iris  dealers. 

Once  the  fall  bloomers  are  established  in  your  garden,  they  will  surprise  you  continually  in  late  summer 
and  fall  by  producing  beautiful  blossoms.  Some  of  these  varieties  are  as  lovely  as  any  which  bloom  in  the 
early  spring,  and  are  well  worth  a  place  in  the  garden  solely  for  their  spring  beauty  regardless  of  their  twice- 
blooming  characteristic.  Our  customers  from  as  far  north  as  New  England,  Michigan,  Illinois,  and  British 
Columbia  report  fall  blooms  on  plants  grown  outdoors  without  special  protection. 

Some  of  the  varieties  offered  were  originated  in  Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  Illinois,  so  one  can  see  that  the  fall 
blooming  habit  is  not  confined  to  the  warmer  states.  The  majority,  however,  have  been  originated  in  Nebraska 
by  Hans  and  Jacob  Sass,  famous  iris  hybridizers.  Hans  Sass  obtained  the  first  twice-blooming  seedling — 
Autumn  King — after  sending  to  Asia  Minor  for  one  of  its  parents.  Nearly  all  the  present  re-bloomers  trace  their 
ancestry  back  to  this  one  origination  which,  undoubtedly,  was  a  rare  horticultural  sport. 

These  twice-blooming  iris  grow  and  increase  so  fast  that  they  make  a  year's  growth  in  five  or  six  months 
and  therefore  are  ready  to  bloom  again  in  the  fall,  after  flowering  in  early  spring.  To  encourage  this  second 
blooming,  it  is  advisable  to  plant  the  rhizomes  in  rich,  loose,  non-acid  soil,  in  full  sunlight,  and  in  as  protected 
a  location  as  possible.  The  roots  should  be  watered  frequently  during  the  summer  months  and  the  ground 
should  be  kept  stirred  so  that  plants  will  not  fall  into  a  dormant  stage,  but  will  continue  to  grow  and  develop 
increase  buds. 

Two-year-old  clumps  have  a  better  chance  to  mature  the  side  shoots  necessary  for  second  blooms,  as 
they  have  become  established  but  have  not  become  too  crowded.  After  the  third  or  fourth  blooming  season, 
each  clump  should  be  taken  up,  divided,  and  re-set.  Do  this  work  in  July  for  best  results. 


^ALLIES  (Vilmorin)  26".  A  combination  of  red-brown  and  fawn.  This 
variety,  which  was  imported  from  France,  often  blooms  in  our 
garden  during  summer  and  autumn  months.  About  every  other 
clump  bloomed  in  this  unusual  off-season  fashion  for  us  last 
year.

*AUTUMN  FROST  (Sch.)  32".  Exquisite  frosty  white  with  gold  vein- 
ing  on  haft  and  conspicuous  golden  beard  on  F.  Plants  bloom 
freely  in  early  fall;  in  fact,  this  is  one  of  our  favorites  of  this 
unusual  type.

These  hybrids  result  from  crossing  the  bearded  iris  species  with  the  rare  Oncocyclus  species  of  Asia 
Minor,  and  crossing  the  Oncocyclus  species  with  another  rare  species  of  Western  Asia,  the  Regelia.  The 
resulting  hybrids  are  entirely  different  from  ordinary  iris  and  ore  extremely  beautiful  and  odd.  They  ore  hardy 
and  easily  grown  everywhere.

Do  not 
confuse  this  desirable  toll-stalked,  huge-flowered, 
long-lived  perennial  poppy  with  the  small-flowered, 
weak-stemmed,  short-lived  Iceland  or  Shirley  poppies. 

The  gigantic  flowers  of  the  Oriental  type  reach  a 
diameter  of  6  inches  and  more  (with  flower  petals 
standing  naturally  upright — not  pressed  flat  horizon¬ 
tally)  and  vary  in  color  from  salmon  to  pink,  from 
crushed  raspberry  to  old  rose,  from  red  to  orange,  and 
from  mulberry  to  white. 

The  Oriental  Poppy  has  a  blooming  season  of  from 
six  to  eight  weeks  in  late  spring,  though  plants  pro¬ 
duce  occasional  flowers  intermittently  throughout  the 
summer  and  early  fall.  The  plants  are  prodigious 
bloomers — a  young  plant  bearing  as  many  as  six 
flowers,  while  an  older  established  clump  will  bear 
a  dozen  or  more.  These  flowers  combine  in  happy 
association  with  others  of  their  season,  especially 
with  the  Iris,  and  add  a  desirable  bit  of  striking  color 
to  the  garden  picture.  They  show  up  equally  well  as 
specimen  clumps  or  when  planted  in  beds  or  borders. 

Oriental  Poppies  are  grown  wherever  Iris  are 
grown,  though  they  do  not  bloom  well  in  the  hot 
southern  sections  which  have  no  winter  frost.  They 
will  grow  in  any  ground  and  location,  but  prosper 
best  when  planted  in  full  sunlight  and  in  loose,  non¬ 
acid  soil.  Occasional  watering  and  tillage  will  pro¬ 
mote  more  vigorous  growth  and  plentiful  bloom.  The 
plants  ore  quite  hardy  and  stay  green  most  of  the 
winter  under  a  light  covering,  a  protection  which  they 
should  have  in  the  colder  sections.  No  covering  is 
needed,  however,  in  milder  climates. 

Incidentally,  Oriental  Poppies  cannot  be  raised 
satisfactorily  from  seed.  Seed  produced  by  the  loveli¬ 
est  hybrids  is  completely  sterile,  and  seeds  from  many 
of  the  other  sorts  which  do  germinate  invariably 
revert  to  the  older  orange-scarlet  hue.  We  increase 
our  stock  solely  through  root-propagation;  the  roots 
which  we  sell,  therefore,  are  sure  to  bloom  true  to 
description.  This  factor  is  of  utmost  importance,  for 
each  named  variety  was  originally  the  most  out¬ 
standing  and  beautiful  specimen  in  a  group  of  four  or 
five  thousand  seedlings  grown  experimentally  by  the 
originating  hybridist. 

We  never  hove  had  the  slightest  difficulty  in  mak¬ 
ing  successful  shipments  to  every  state  in  the  union. 
Plants  ore  packed  so  that  roots  are  in  damp  moss  and 


tops  well  ventilated.  Customers  on  the  Atlantic  sea¬ 
board  invariably  hove  reported  receiving  shipments 
in  first-class  condition. 

Now,  a  word  as  to  size.  By  actual  comparison  with 
roots  and  plants  that  we  hove  received  from  the  larg¬ 
est  Oriental  Poppy  growers  in  the  Mid-west  and  East, 
we  find  that  the  overage  size  of  our  selling  root  is  just 
three  times  larger  than  the  average  size  sent  by  other 
growers.  Naturally,  because  of  this  marked  difference 
in  size,  our  customers  obtain  a  much  quicker  and 
greater  success  in  their  own  gardens. 

Poppies  make  excellent  cut  flowers  when  cut  in 
morning  or  evening,  providing  the  ends  are  burned 
immediately  after  cutting.  This  burning  not  only  seals 
the  stem  but  sterilizes  the  cut  surface.  Pick  flowers 
which  have  just  opened  or  which  are  unfolding;  then 
after  taking  the  stalks  indoors,  re-cut  the  stalks  just 
before  burning.  Place  at  once  in  water.  Bouquets  will 
last  four  days  to  a  week  when  treated  in  this  manner. 

The  American  Oriental  Poppy  Society  is  an  organi¬ 
zation  recently  formed  to  stimulate  interest  and  ad¬ 
vancement  in  the  colorful  perennial.  By  all  means 
join  this  worthwhile  society  by  remitting  $2  member¬ 
ship  fee  to  Secretary-treasurer  J.  Earle  Smith,  541 
North  7th  Street,  De  Kalb,  Illinois. 

Explanation  of  descriptions  below:  Australia  is  the 
variety  name;  40"  means  the  flower  stalks  grow  ap¬ 
proximately  40  inches  in  height;  D  6  means  that  the 
diameter  across  the  top  of  flower — as  petals  stand  up 
naturally  vertical  and  not  as  they  ore  pressed  down 
flat  horizontally — is  6  inches;  very  dork  red  refers  to 
the  color  of  flower;  petals  5x4  means  the  individual 
petals  measure  5  inches  wide  by  4  inches  high;  and 
the  blotch  is  the  maroon  or  black  spot  found  toward 
the  base  of  most  petals.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  each 
flower  has  six  petals. 

Planting  instructions  accompany  each  shipment. 


AUSTRALIA  40",  D  6.  Very  dark  red  petals  5x4,  with  medium  size 
blotch.  A'  fine  new  introduction  which  recently  was  imported

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HEMEROC ALLIS,  The  Improved  Day  Lily 

Hemerocallis  have  narrow,  grass-like,  graceful  foliage.  The  plants  ore  remarkably  free  from  enemies, 
and  need  no  protection  of  any  kind,  even  in  the  severest  winters.  The  funnel-shaped  lily-like  blossoms  are  of 
large  size,  borne  on  many  flowered  stems  well  above  the  foliage  so  that  they  ore  readily  seen,  even  at  a 
distance.  While  perfectly  hardy  throughout  the  North  and  East,  Hemerocallis  plants  are  very  valuable  in  the 
South  and  West  because  of  their  ability  to  withstand  summer  heat  and  drought. 

Instead  of  growing  from  bulbs  as  do  true  lilies,  this  perennial  grows  from  thick,  fleshy,  tuberous  roots 
which  may  be  planted  any  month  in  the  year.  The  roots  should  be  placed  about  3  inches  deep  in  rich  garden 
loam.  In  any  fair  soil  if  given  a  reasonable  amount  of  moisture,  the  plants  will  produce  excellent  flowers. 
They  will  grow  even  though  half  submerged  in  water,  and  will  flower  if  planted  in  full  or  partial  shade.  The 
clumps  increase  in  size  each  year  and  produce  a  greater  quantity  of  bloom  stalks. 

The  reasons  for  growing  Hemerocallis  plants  may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  (1)  for  rare  beauty,  rich 
coloring  and  charming  grace  of  form;  (2)  for  fragrant  display  and  long-lasting  cut-flowers  from  late  May  until 
early  September;  (3)  for  unsurpassed  hardiness  and  freedom  from  disease  and  insect  pests;  (4)  for  ease  of 
growth  in  any  soil  and  in  any  climate;  and  (5)  for  clean  and  decorative  foliage  from  spring  until  winter.

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS  FOR  BEARDED  IRIS 

Prepare  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  at  least  10  inches,  mixing  in  any  non-acid  commercial  fertilizer,  such  as  steamed 
bone  meal,  Vigoro,  superphosphate,  etc.  Well-rotted  barnyard  manure  or  sheep  guano,  if  not  used  too  heavily,  is 
satisfactory  when  mixed  well  in  the  soil.  Planting  in  fairly  loose,  non-acid  soil,  in  sun  or  semi-shade,  and  in  a  well- 
drained  location  IS  best.  Place  the  root  so  that  the  top  surface  of  the  fleshy  rhizome  will  be  flush  with  the  ground 
and  just  barely  exposed.  Keep  the  ground  moist  and  well  stirred  at  all  times,  but  especially  after  planting  to 
achieve  best  results.  Iris  may  be  planted  from  8  to  18  inches  apart,  depending  on  the  effect  desired.  Divide  every 
three  or  four  years.  June,  July,  August  and  September  planting  is  advisable,  although  October  and  November  plant¬ 
ings  are  satisfactory  except  in  those  sections  having  severe  winters.  Remember  that  iris  roots  may  be  shipped  long 
distances  in  perfect  safety.  75  per  cent  of  our  shipments  are  made  to  customers  residing  more  than  1000  miles  away. 

We  do  not  r^ommend  the  use  of  lime  unless  soil  is  decidedly  acid.  Too  much  lime  has  a  tendency  to  cause  iris 
rhizonies  to  rot.  The  secrets  of  growing  fine  iris  are:  (1)  fertilize  lightly  each  year;  (2)  see  that  iris  plants  receive 
a  good  soaking  of  moisture  either  from  natural  rain  or  from  artificial  irrigation  once  every  two  or  three  weeks  from 
late  spring  until  fall;  and  (3)  frequently  stir  soil  around  plants  to  prevent  baking  and  encourage  fibrous  root  growth 

We  recommend  winter  covering  in  the  northern  and  colder  parts  of  the  U.  S.  A  litter  of  corn  stalks,  marsh  hay, 
straw,  pine  boughs,  salt  hay,  or  an^d^hing  that  will  not  mat  or  pack  down,  and  will  merely  shade  the  ground  and  at 
'  time  allow  ample  ventilation.  This  covering  is  desirable  to  prevent  recurrent  thawing  and  freezing  which 

might  heave  the  plants  and  expose  them  to  the  elements.  The  covering  should  not  be  put  on  until  the  ground  freezes; 
and  should  be  removed  the  following  spring.  Do  not  use  leaves  or  manure  for  covering,  as  these  are  likely  to  induce  rot. 

Iris  leaf  blotch — a  fungous  growth — some* 
times  attacks  the  leaves  of  iris  in  late  spring 
and  summer.  When  these  brown  spots  appear 
and  start  spreading  over  leaves,  it  is  best  to 
go  through  the  iris  planting  and  remove  the  up¬ 
per  portions  of  leaves  which  show  such  infection. 
Such  removal  keeps  the  leaf  blotch  under  con¬ 
trol.  Do  not  leave  infected  leaves  on  the  gi’ound, 
as  spore  will  j'ump  from  such  leaves  to  the  new 
iris  shoots  appearing  the  following  spring. 

The  old  leaves  should  be  removed  as  fast 
as  they  wither  sufficiently  to  “peel”  off  by  a 
slight  sidewise  pull — using  both  hands  for  this 
operation  to  avoid  disturbing  the  roots,  hold¬ 
ing  the  rhizomes  firmly  in  place  with  one  hand. 
The  plant  will,  in  due  time,  begin  to  produce 
new  foliage  shoots.  Keep  the  weeds  down  and 
all  trash  and  dead  foliage  removed. 


PLANTING  DIRECTIONS  FOR  ORIENTAL  POPPIES 

The  poppy  is  a  gorgeous  flower  which  grows  with  little  care  and  blooms  profusely  over  a  long  period  in  late  spring 
and  early  summer.  They  are  invaluable  additions  to  any  garden  and  blend  well  with  other  flowers,  ‘ftuth  a  back¬ 
ground  of  blue  Anchusa,  they  are  exquisite. 

We  are  now  able  to  offer  a  wide  range  of  colors,  the  varieties  coming  in  various  shades  of  pink,  orange,  red, 
salmon,  white,  and  maroon.  Order  Poppies  with  your  Iris  and  we  shall  send  at  proper  planting  time.  Plant  in 
August  or  September,  setting  the  roots  a  few  inches  below  the  surface.  Any  fairly  rich,  non-acid  soil  is  satisfactory. 
Newly  planted  poppies  require  moderate  watering,  after  which  ground  should  be  stirred  to  prevent  baking.  Plants 
grow  best  in  a  sunny,  well-drained  location  where  water  can  not  collect  over  the  crowns.  Be  sure  that  ground  does 
not  settle  and  leave  a  hollow  over  the  crown  in  which  water  may  stand  during  the  winter,  for  it  may  induce  rot 
When  new  plants  are  entering  their  first  winter  it  is  well  to  mulch  the  surface  of  the  ground  under  the  leaves  of 
the  plant  with  a  light  layer  of  excelsior  or  straw.  This  mulching  need  not  be  made  in  sections  having  mild  winters. 

Flower  stalks  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  petals  have  fallen,  and  the  entire  foliage  should  be  cut  back  and 
removed  when  it  turns  brown  in  summer  months.  New  growth  will  appear  in  early  fall. 

Inasmuch  as  plants  will  develop  into  large  clumps,  it  is  best  to  place  them  fairly  well  apart — at  least  two  feet, 
and  even  further  if  room  is  available. 

When  properly  prepared.  Oriental  Poppies  will  maintain  their  freshness  as  cut  flowers  as  long  as  many  other 
perennial  blooms.  The  newly  opened  flowers  or  buds  which  have  burst  and  are  showing  color  are  the  ones  to  cut;  such 
cutting  should  be  done  in  early  morning.  Take  the  stalks  indoors  and  re-cut  the  ends  several  inches;  then  imme¬ 
diately  burn  these  re-cut  ends  of  stems  over  a  blaze  until  they  have  charred  to  a  length  of  several  inches.  Deeply 
immerse  the  stems  in  cold  water  and  place  in  a  cool  shaded  location  for  a  couple  of  hours,  after  which  time  they 
may  be  arranged  in  suitable  bouquets.  Change  water  each  day.

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS  FOR  HEMEROC ALLIS 

Hemerocallis  grow  from  thick,  fleshy,  tuberous  roots— not  bulbs — and  may  be  planted  any  month  in  the  year,  pro¬ 
vided  the  soil  is  kept  moist.  The  roots  should  be  placed  about  three  inches  deep  in  rich  garden  loam.  If  soil  is  light 
and  sandy,  it  may  be  improved  by  the  liberal  addition  of  well  decayed  cow  manure,  well  mixed  with  humus  and  rich  soil. 
Holes  should  be  made  large  enough  to  accommodate  amply  the  tubers  without  crowding.  Roots  should  be  spread  and  the 
soil  worked  around  them. 

Clumps  often  may  be  left  undisturbed  as  long  as  four  to  six  years  without  loss  in  size  or  number  of  flowers,  but 
should  be  taken  up  and  divided  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  as  in  old  clumps  the  roots  become  firmly  matted  near 
the  middle.  The  wasteful  competition  between  the  too-numerous  roots  weakens  the  general  condition  and  vitality  of 
the  plant,  causing  the  flowers  to  deteriorate. 

In  any  fair  soil,  if  given  a  reasonable  amount  of  moisture,  the  plants  will  produce  excellent  flowers.  The  Daylily 
stands  extreme  moisture,  and  even  though  half  submerged  the  plants  will  thrive.  They  may  be  planted  in  full  sun  or 
partial  shade.
